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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that Dognata does not disclose a blacklist that stores message ID to 
prevent forwarding the email. Dognata for receiving emails and storing the emails with the associated identifiers in a database. The 
sender may then send a cancelation email to delete the email received by the recepient. When the recepient receives the cancelation 
email, the identifier of the cancelation email is compared to the list of identifiers in the database, if a match is found, then the email is 
deleted. Claim language does not speicifically state that the blocking of the electronic message when the message identifier of the 
"forwarded message" matches an entry in the blacklist database and therefore Dognata's matching of the message identifier of the 
cancelation email to the identifiers stored in the database meets the scope of the claimed limitation blocking forwarding of the electronic 
message when the message identifier matches an entry in the blocklist database.. 
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
